In 
the Warner No. 1 Extruded Straight Edge a 
hard drawn brass edging, which has well known 
wearing qualities, is mounted on the aluminum 
body. This protects the comparatively soft alu¬ 
minum from the wearing action of the hard 
steel blade of knife or trimmer. The brass is 
securely attached with screws from inside of the 
straight edge where the heads are completely 
out of the way—the outside surface of the brass 
is unbroken. The screws are so placed that they 
take up any strain which may be placed on the 
brass by a trimmer and it will not loosen up 
spoiling the trueness of the edge. In the event 
that the brass becomes nicked or dented it may 
be replaced.
